A new.day has dawned for missions. 
prospects so bright, both at home and. abroad 
The inviting conditions on every field and the action of our 
S. B. C. calling for($600,000) six hundred thousand dollars for this 
conventional year creates a glorious era.. For your information 
we give a few impressive facts. there were in China alone, last — 
year, one thousand five hundred and twelve Baptisms, and in all the 
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fields, three thousand six hundred and eighteen baptisms, the largest 
number ever reported in one year. There were thirty new mission- 
aries’ sent out last year and one generous brother paid the expenses 
of ten of them. Still the call is for more workers; and we have 
scores of our noblest young men and women who are waiting and 
begging to be sent to the front. There are eight hundred and four 
strong men and women, two hundred and seventy-thrée missionaries, 
and five hundred and eighty-one native helpers. We ought to have 
ten thousand workers on the field to take the world for Christ. We 
have two hundred and ninety-seven churches, with nineteen self. 
supporting; and six hundred and five out stations. There have been 
forty thousand seven hundred and nineteen patients treated by our 
medical missionaries during the last year. This method of spreading 
the gospel has proven to be a very successful one; when you aid suf- 
fering humanity you appeal to them in a way that wins their confi- 
dence. For this great work we have contributed in the bounds of our 
S. B, C. during the past year five hundred and ten thousand dollars, 
of which our brethren on the foreign field gave sixty-six thousand 
five hundred and sixty-eight dollars, or an average of three dollars 
per member. Oh! that we, in this gospel land appreciated what our 
ate? has done for us as much as our converted heathen brethren 
and sisters. They say we are so long sending the mthe glorious 
message of salvation through Jesus. These figures are nine thousand 
dollars ahead of last year, but we are carrying a debt of ninety 
thousand dollars, however, we are glad that our own state almost 
met her apportionment, which was thirty-eight thousand dollars. 
Our state is called upon to give the same this year, as was asked for 
last year. Surely brethren, if we love our blessed Lord as we 
ought, we will not fail to do our part. We. recommend that a more 
systematic method of raising funds be adopted in all our churches; 
and this work devolves upon our pastors to take the lead. It is not 
so much that the givers should be pressed to give more, as it is that 
more should be pressed to give, and in order to do that, the pastors 
must busy themselves-with the work of systematic management of 
all our mission work. Surely the time has come when we should 
give more than twenty-two cents per member for foreign missions. 
It is a sad fact that only about half of our churches in the 8. B. C. 
give anything to the spreading of. the gospel abroad; and it is safe to 
say that only one out of ten members gives to foreign missions. The 
work is financed on a very economical basis, only twelve per cent is 
used to manage the work and two and one-half per cent of that was 
for interest on borrowed money and three per cent for callecting in 
the states. If our churches would contribute monthly, and send 
direct to R. J. Willingham, the expenses of our board would be 
greatly reduced. Brethren, our Lord is depending on us, will we 
fail Him? He has told us to go into all the word and make disciples 
of all nations. We would urge every family to take the Foreign 
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Mission Journal and send six cents | lin stam s to Bro. Rowe, Jackson, 
Miss., and get a copy of the S. B. C. minutds.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


The question of the importance of the Sunday schools and the 
authority for the same given in God's Holy word is a thing that has 
been well discussed by Missionary Baptists, and it will not be a part 
of this report to settle this question, 

We claim to advocate the Sunday school in the Harmony Asso- 
ciation and some claim that the Sunday school is a part of the 
church and should be supprted by the church, and ruled and man- 
aged by the officers of the church, while others believe that it is 
only a place for the members of the church to do good work by 
teaching God’s word. From the action of the churches in the asso- 
ciation it must be the majority of the churches hold the latter view 
of the above mentioned claims. The majority of the works on the 
Sunday school hold that the Sunday|school work is the church work. 
and if this be true the Harmony Association is too far behind to 
even claim that we have Sunday schools. So far as your committee 
was enabled to learn from the minutes of the association of last 
year the report shows that there were only seven Sunday schools 
reported. Many of our churches have preaching services only one 
Sunday in each month. This means that the people are taught one 
Sunday in each month or twelve Sundays in each, year; yet when 
we are called on to give our opinions on the importance of teaching 
the Bible we rise up as one body and say it is one of the most im-

good principle may be developed on and-on ang be taught more and 
more until they will be saved by their being so trained that they will 
do right and leave off doing wrong and the eby be saved from God’s 
wrath. May the Lord help us to meet these} false doctrines. Brothers 
do you believe that the child is as much aisinner at any stage as he 
will ever be when he is old? Does not the Bible teach that there is 
but one salvation for all people of all ages and sizes? Yoy can not 
teach away. sin or sins. : |

three to look after its interests at the fifth ‘Sunday meetings. We 
are sorry to say that this committee hag jnot done very much. At 
one fifth Sunday meeting, Rocky ‘Point, we had Brother Byrd with 
us and he did some good work, and we} recommend that another 
committee be appointed to keep this work up and do more. 

Now, while the Sunday school is a goq thing in its place, it has 
a place and does not do away with the chu ch service, and we should 
see to it that we are not satisfied with our children and grown-up 
people attending the Sunday school, but om the contrary, we should 
have it well taught that. all who attend the Sunday school are under 
as much_ obligation, and even more, to att nd the preaching services 
as those who do not attend the Sunday Schpol. 

Let the Sunday school point the sinner to God and after he has 
been made a child of righteousness receive him back and help him be 
what God would have him be. The knowlpdge of the truth does not 
count much, it is action that moves the Christian world. Paul was @ 
man of power, but the thing that ‘he. did for us that counts was his 
action. It is not the power that we have|as Baptist that will count 
with the unregenerate world,.but our action. God’s power is won- 
derful, but the greatest thing to us is His action .
